LoKDON, Sept. 17. — The lataat dovolop 
mont in the controversy over the Irish cir- 
cular to which Mr. Gladstone, Lord IVeed- 
mouth and other eminfBt Llbtarals respond 
cd, is Mr. ITranooia Xavier O'Brien'a 
communication on the subjeot in the dqwb'- 
papera. Mr. O'Brien at firat deolarod that 
ho knew nothing whatever about tho Iriah 
circi.lar. Next iio iiBseverated that ho did 
not sign the circular, though he might 
have known of its eziatenoe,, . Finally he 
says : " I find to my surprise that not only 
did I sign the oiroular, but I made some 
alterations in the wording of it." Mr. 
Healy baa taken full advantage of this ad- 
misaion. He has his opponents on the hip 
and means tO' throw them. A Healyite 
deputation is about to starl: for America to 
cultivate support of Mr. Hoaly's opinions 
and obtain funds to back them. 

Underneath a seeming stagnation of poli- 
tics two highly important movemonta are 
progressing. The movement of first im- 
portance is the initiative step of the Cham- 
berlain Unionists, who are about to merge 
with the Conservative party with a view of 
consolidating tho anti-Homo Rule forces 
in tho coming geuera'v elections. The 
more reform of the mechanism of the 
elections is not by any means tlio biggoat 
change intended to bjbroughtabout through 
this nioveinent. Tho Duke of Devonshire, 
the aroh- Unionist, and his scarcely leaa as- 
tute coadjutor, Mr. Chamberlnio, propose a 
common programme marking the entire ab- 
Borption of tho Unionists by tho Conserva- 
tiyes, tho chief foaliiro of tho movoment be- 
iQg the revision of Mr. Chamberlain's Irish 
local government scheme to the extent of 
creating county councils with the central 
legislature located in Dublin. The 
Duke of Davonshira is also credited with 
having urged Lord Saliaburj' to accede to a 
reform of the Houte of Lords by dcoroaaing 
tho hereditary element end increasing the 
representative element. Obviously it ia the 
desire of tho Liberal element of tho Unionists 
to go to the country in the next eleolioua 
with a platform containing the most attrac- 
tive planks of the election manifesto of their 
opponents. ' t 

The other movement, which originated 
with the wire-pullers of the National Lib- 
eral Federationi- aims to recast the Kew- 
caatle programme, putting in the foreground 
the propoaala for the abolition of the veto 
power of the House of Lords and the Kng. 
lish labor questions, and keeping in tho 
background the queationa of Home Rule and 
oH'jroh diaeatablishment. The executive 
cofiimittee of tho National Federation are 
convinced that Home Rule is no longer a 
potent party cry, and believe it necessary 
that tho electorate should be agitated upon 
other grounds. 

FIRB AT WASHINGTON. 

Eighty Ttaonssnd Dollars g" «1' In Smoke 
and Flames at tho United States 
Citpltal. 

WASHlN<iTON, Sept. 17. — A fire alarm at 
noon to-uay called tho fire department to the 
corner of Masaachusotts avenue and K 
street, where fire had been diecovered in the 
mattress factory owned and operated by 
Stumph Bros. This -was soon followed by a 
general alarm, and in'a'short time all the en- 
gine!! of the oity were on the scene, but so 
quiukly did the H-tmes spread that the 
operatives employed on the fourth 
and lifth floors were obliged to lleo 
to tlie rooi anil compelled to jump for 
their lives before the trucks carrying 
the long It.ddera had nrrived. Four of tho 
men jumped on thum, .Limea K Vaughn 
sustaining fractures of both li gH and inter- 
nal injuries. Hi3 died to ni>;ht. Tlie other 
three who leaped eecaped with more or lesa 
severe injuries, but all will recover. Albert 
J. Huske has both legs broken and tvos 
otherwiao sevorely injured. Arthur K. B. 
Evana was bruised inwardly and had hia 
wrist sprained, and Harry Bacon was badly 
bruised. So rapid and complete was tho 
work of the fliinca lees than half an hour 
from the time <f their discovery that 
the greater part of tho four walla 
h'»d fallen, and by '1\'.V.) tho firemen 
pulled down tho solo remaining piece of 
brick work, over twenty feet in lieight, 
which marked the location of the handsome 
four atory factory which had stood there 
two hours before. I!y this time the spread 
of tho II imea had been checked, and at ,'i 
o'clock the work of searching the debris for 
tho bodies of tbo3e who were known to have 
been in the building and not accounted for 
was begun. 

It waa not long before the searchers found 
three bodies (Hole together, about fifteen 
feet from the K street entrance, every parti- 
cle of olotblng burned from them and the 
bodiei oharred beyond hope of reoognition. 
Darkness has aidded to tho difiSoulties at- 
tending the search for the other bodiea, but 
a now body of workmen is at work with tho 
aid of lanterns, and will continue until all 
are found. Tho fire besides destroying 
tho Stumph building uonsumed tl;e Wood- 
ruir building, a factory where all of the gov- 
ornmont files aro made, and the falling walls 
of these buildings cruslied Hidl & Cammaok'a 
furniture house, lilled lieuner'a marble yard 
and injured tho Honioopukhic Dispensary 
building on tho M issachusetlB avenue side. 
The eiitiro loss will be about §85,000, 

PEAEY EXPEDITION. 

Work and Experlenees of the Polar Party— 
The UembeiB In Constant 
Danger. ' 

BROOKLfK, Sept. 17.— The Standard 
Union publishes tho following from its 
apocittl oorroopoudent, under date of >St. 
John's, Nfld. : Liout. Fouiy, tliough disap- 
pointed #ith the result of his expedition up 
to tho time that tha relief party loft, is not 
a bit discouraged, and has still excellent 
prospects of aucooss. Tlio supplies for tho 
journey that ho svill take northward are 
all on the ico capo, some inoru than a 
hundrbd miles inland. Lieut. Peary will 
also undertake a complete survey of 



mapping of tho coant from Capo York to 
Capo Alexander, thua adding more than five 
hundred miles to the coast line than has 
already been aurveyod. The survey of Mel- 
ville bay has bciin completed by Lieutenant 
Peary. It ia accurate in every detail and 
eliminates that factor from tho Arctic 
problem. Lieutenant Penry'a depirturo 
from the Faioon on August 28 for a second 
winter in Falcon harbor with Lee and Hen- 
son will become a historical achievement in 
Arctic explorations. 

" Tho returning members of the 
expeditions are still in excellent 
health and anxioua to go to their 
homea as aooii as poaaible, now that 
their work in tho polar regions ia over. The 
summer aeaaon has been unusually backward 
in tho North, and conscquently.the Falcon's 
voyage was made under very adverse cir- 
cumstinces. The voaael was over 26 daya 
in moking'tho lust 50 miloa, being put 
through the ico at a very slow rate. Last 
year the same diatanco was covered in eight 
hours. On aome days the ico closed in so 
thick that it was olmost impossible to make 
any headway at all. The little party was 
in constant danger, and tho veesel escaped 
serious mishaps only through tho over 
watchful and careful navigation of the cap- 
tain and his oUicore, of whom too much 
cannot be said in praise. The exploration 
of Jones Sound and Ellamere Land was pre- 
vented by ice. The party had intended to 
make cxteuaive investigations there, but it 
was considered unwise in view of the largo 
amounts of ice thitt tho vessel enoonntered. 
The members o{ the expedition killed eight 
polar bears, all of them being fine large 
specimens. On her arrival' here, the Fal- 
con was received with cheers by the officers 
and aallora on board the British man- 
of-war Buzzard, and Mrs. Peary was taken 
ashore in the captain's launch," 



MARINE REGULATIONS. 

Notices lasned liy the .lapanese Government 
BegardlQi; Entrance to Certain 
Harbors, 

WAsiiiNfiTOX, Sept. 17. — The btireau of 
Navigation ia informed that the Japanoaa 
government has given notice that American 
and other vessels entering Nagasaki harbor 
or the Gulf of Tokio, in order to avoid tor- 
pedoes, must hoist tho " M " flag of 
tho international code of signals, 
when they will be met by a pilot 
bearing the "N"flag, having on board 
Japanese caval ofBcerB who will pilot them 
to the port. Steam vessels are to give 
three long blasts of steam whistle, all vea- 
eela for Yokohama are to stop for a pilot at 
tho line bstween Isoyama an^ Kokubon-o- 
hana, and all .vessels bound for Nagasaki 
are to stop at the line between Hirase and 
Mikkose.

Desperate Gbaractors Infest the Lo 
cality— Uo Clue to the 
Culprit. 

Vancouvku, Sopt, 17.— {Special) — Wah 
Lun, a Chinese mniket pardoner well known 
in New VVcatminater and Vanoouvor, was 
ahot md killed oeBr the slaughter houee on 
'WostmiDster road, a few tnilea from Van 
couver, Saturday evening. The oews^ ar- 
rived in the city too late for publioation 
Sunday. 

Wah Lun had disposed of hia produce in 
Vancouver and was driving to hia home near 
Kew We8tminster> The last seen of him 
alive, in Vanoourer was on Westminatcr 
avenne. He was then in company with 
another Chinamani but on passing Junction 
inn, on the outakirta of the city, ho wua 
alone, Fear a locality called CoUintjwood, 
two men connected with the aiaugier houso 
in the vicinity heard two shots fired, 
and immediately after a team of 
horses attached to a waRon, dashed 
by at a furious rate. Tho n-.en ran 
to the road and saw the smoke from tho dis- 
charge of the tireurnis lifting from tho d'.tcli; 
they rushed to the spot and found tho body 
of Wah Luu, already dead. One bullet had 
entered hia head and another his biuait, 
near the heart. No ono waa in eight. 

Coroner McGuigan waa notified, and, a 
companied by apeoial officer S. B. Robb, 
went to tho scene of the tragedy and exam 
ined the body. All tho money found on the 
body waa a five-cent piece and two tes-c 
Straits Settlement coina. 

The motive for the murder waa evidently 
robbery, but from the undisturbed condition 
of the pockets the highwaymen apparently 
did not have time to investigate the condi 
tion of the poor mongolian's finances. What 
became of tho proceeds of the aale of the 
wagon load of market stuff, how- 
iver, has not been ascertained; it may have 
escaped the notice of tho Coroner and hia 
assistant, being secreted in the clothing. 

"Only one Chinaman leas In the coun 
try," aaid someone on hearing the newa, but 
the murder was none the leas a cold-blooded 
one, and demonstrates that in spite of 
the proverbial quick retribution that follows 
desperate criminals in British Columbia, it 
' does not seem to deter tho vicious from com- 
mitting violent deeds. 

A STRANGE AWAIvENING. 

Henry lUgglns, of Yanconver, Houses From 
Sleep to Find His Throat Has 
Deen Cut. 

Vancouvek, Sept. 17. — (Special) — 
Henry Higgina, of North Vanoonver, who 
woke up on Saturday morning to find his 
throat cut and his life in danger, is still in 
a aeriods condition, although the mysteri 
onsly-received wound will not prove fatal. 
His statement of the oaae is briefly as fol- 
lows : 

" On Saturday morning I woke early, 
and putting my hand to my throat found it 
out and bleeding badly. The bed was 
covered with blood too. I felt weak and 
giddy. I woke up my bed fellow and asked 
him if he had heard anybody in the room. 
He said he had not. I did not think I had 
an enemy in the world, but I am anre some 
one came into my house at night and out my 
throat." 

Hi^ins proceeded to Vanooaver and had 
hia throat atitohed by a doctor, who pro- 
nounced the wound aertoas, bot not neces- 
aarily fatal. The theory advanced flrat was 
that Higgins had been drbking and had 
fallen on some ahup inatrnment. Thia was 
fonnd untenable, aa on Sunday ai bloody 
knife was found near the house, with parti, 
oles of hair cn it corresponding witfa Hig- 
gins' beard. A detective is working on the 
onto, but as yet has no olue.

Sear-Admiral Stephenson Promptly 
Bestorfs the Schooner to Her 
Captain's Custody. 

Departure of the "Silih" and " War- 
rimoo "—Empress Sailings- 
News Notes. 



Rsar-Admiral Stepbeason was prompt in 
his release from aastody of the aealing 
aohoouer Favorite, which arrived home uo' 
der Beizjra on Saturday and was- formally 
liberated yesterday morning. The letter 
from Beiii-A<i<jiif<>l Siiiphcasoa restoring to 
Captain McLean poisosBion of the. Favorite 
was briefly to the eSeot that the soaooner 
' was ' liberated on account of no specific 
charge having been laid against her. As 
already mentioned, she had been seized by 
Commander Clark, of Che U.S.S. Mobican, 
on the ground that she bad in her poaseasiou 
"a firearm." The gun, though probably a 
firearm, could not be used for killtog seal, 
but is simply a uigaui gun to guide the hunt- 
ers. Captain MuLeuu thinks that there was 
little ground lor the seizure, and 
h9 cannot account for tho action, 
unless it was that Commander Clark 
as commanding officer of the U.S. Bchriog 
sea patrol, touU advantage of tho oppor- 
tunity of seizure, anticipating that cucb u 
(jou'se wruld otherwise be followed by some 
of the ofilcers under him, " I qeouced 1,247 
ekina in the Sea," aaid Gapt. MaLsan yes- 
terday, "bnt I believe I would have j^ot 
twice , that nnmbtrif my aohoonec had boi 
been Beized." la onneoiiion with the 
aelzare the Colohirt's oorroapondent at Ot- 
tawa wired laat evening as foUoWa : " Great 
indignation prevails la official oiroles at tho 
recent outrage of the United Statea aathori- 
ties in aoiz'.rg the acliooner Favorite. Col- 
lector Milno's refusal to have anything to do 
with the vessel is In line with the policy of 
the government. A strong protest was 
cabled to the Imperial government to-day," 

THE " SIKH " DEfABTS. 

There was wild excitement on board the 
Northern Pacific ateamship Sikh during the 
hour or so ahe was in port Sunday evening. 
It> was caused by two of her Japaaeee paa- 
sengera temporarily leaving two othera 
when the steamer arrived hero and coming 
into town. The foraaken ones were called 
upon by the ship's puraer to produce their 
tioketa before proceeding on the voyage, and 
not having Ihem were "fired" off the 
Bteamer. They at onoe Bought tlieir oom- 
radea, and on finding them and getting their 
tioketa hurried bftek to the' veBBel bub were 
too late — the ateamer had aiikd, 
taking all their personal effects. The 
Japanese, however, will not bo allowed to 
Buffarloss by the N.P. SS. Company, m ar- 
rangomenta have already been made whereby 
they will be sent on to their destination by 
the Kmpress of China to-day. Sailing on 
the Sikh are a party of miasionariee from 
the United States Presbyterian Missionary 
Society. Tho party come from St. Paul 
and are going into tho Japanese and Chinese 
fields. Some will disembark at Yokohama, 
while others will proceed tu Shanghai. Tho 
former are Mrs. A. M. Drlnnan, Miss Yone 
Hara, Mrs, M. A. Lyon and Miss 
S. Alexander-; while those going to 
Shanghai are : Rev. J. Evan-Kboomaker, 
and wife, Miss Lena Hedman, Miss Hannu 
Lundwall, Miss Carlotta Wallenberg, Mr. 
S. Bergstorom, Mr. 0. Bergatorom and Mr. 

A. Haines. Among other passengers who 
left on the steamship are a party>of Japanese 
who are'returning to take part in the pre- 
■sent Oriental naval confl^c-a. Two of the 
party, Y. Higuchi and T. Kurado, were 
sent for by the Japanese government to 
hurry home from New York, where they 
ihave been residents for some yeara. They, 
as also the othera accompanying them, are 
aaid to be well posted on European arts of 
war. The others hail from Pacific Coast 
Doints, their names being as follows : Mr. 
Maruchi,. (who goes from Tacoma to Yoko 
hama}.; 'Y. Kavramurn and T. Tentain.

MR. LA UJilBK'S VISIT. 

We do not believe that the Liberals of 
British Colombia feel that tbojr have gained 
much by Mr. Laurier'a visit. We have too 

high an opinion of their intoUlgeDce to 
suppose thit they believe tho crowds who 
Hocked to hear tho " ailver-tongued orator '' 
of the Oppceition, attended his iiieetinga be- 
cjhuse they were well-aifected to the Liberal 
party, or because they approved the Liberal 
doctrine. British Columbia Liberals do not 
need any one to tell them that by fir tho 
groiiler number of them wore moved by an 
intellig?nt and a lnudable curioaity to hoar 
the Ltadtr uf the Opposition who had been 
spoken of ao favorably, and of whose elo. 
quence they had beard ao maob. They, in 
short, went to see a Domioion celebrity and 
to enjoy an intellootual treat. 

They heard Mr. Liurior and hia travel- 
ling companions respectfully, and treated 
them courteoualy. Mr. Laurier haa, no 
doubt, held more enthusiastic meetings than 
he waa favored with in thit Province, but 
we venture to say that be 'baa seldom bad 
more attentive or more intelligent audi- 
ences. It may bo that the expeotations of 
British Columbiana were unreasonably high, 
or that the acooniplishod leader of tho Oppo- 
sition found tho task he had to perform un 
congenial, but truth compels ua to aay that 
very many left hia meetings diuappointed, 
wondering how it was chut he had gained so 
high a reputation as an orator. Aa an in 
tellectual treat, Mr. Laurier's addresses did 
not come up to what they had been led to 
expect. 

As a political roieaionary Mr. Laurier has 
been, aa far as we can find ont, an utter 
failure. He baa made no oonverta, and if 
tho truth, were known it would, we are 

Bi\tieficd, he found that ho haa disappointed 
the Liberaiu themaelves. Hia spoechoa wore 
sounding brass and tinkling oymbul, thoro 
waa in them nothing resonant. They have 
left behind them no echo. He has given hia 
followers no cry. If any of them ahuuld at 
tempt Mr. Lanrier'a role he would aimply 
make hinicelf ridiculoua. Not having his 
r^eader'a How of worda or hia rhetorical 
skill, ho would only succeed in exposing the 
weakness and the flimsiness of the newest 
Liberal policy. It requires a master-hand 
to make that policy look even plausible, and 
there are very few master-hands in this or 
in any other country, 

Mr. L'.uirior hau, therefore, failed to do 
tho beat work of a polilioal leader, which ia 
to aupply Ilia followers with tho facta and 
arguments on which his policy is based, in 
a shape in which they can be eoboed and re 
echoed in different tonea by politicians of 
every intellootual calibre. The unfortunate 
fjiborala are to-day, if anything, worao olf 
than before their Loader visited tho I'ro. 
vince. Ho haa, in fact, taken from them tho 
slender stock of argument which they a 
abort time ago believed they poaaeaaed. 
They are unable to explain away his admia. 
alone and to reconcile his contradiotions. It 
would not surprise us if many of them gave 
the !itt"i!iv' in drapair, ami admitted to 
thomeelvea and tliuir frienda that tho Gon- 
Borvativos are more than half right when 
they aay that the Liberala have no distinct, 
ive policy Ali all. 

Aa for the Conservativos, they soon saw 
that all that had been said about Mr. 
Laurier'a indefinlteqeaa. and haziness on the 



trade question, was a mild expression of the 
conspicuous truth. [Fhey saw that tho pas- 
sigo of Mr. Laurier's speeches on that quea- 
tion, was a labored and not too ingenious 
attempt to make nothing appear to be some- 
thing, and to convince hia hearers that what 
he declared waa beyond their reaoh waa atiU 
attainable. Even the Conservatives, who 
wore inclined to listen to urgumente in 
favor of free trade, scon fuuud lha'. Mr. 
Lmurier'a talk, pri;tly aa it wun, led to noth- 
ing, and Ihe^ were oonnt i|iii;iitly no nearer 
being r^^iborals aftor lie had liniohud hia dii- 
couiao then they were before ho began. 



TBSl DOMIiSION AOOOUNTS. 

The Dominion Government, as well as the 

Canadian people, are feelinn tho pressure of 
hard times. Last year being a dull ono, tho 
people did not buy as much aa they had dono 
in tho year immudiatoly preceding, and con- 
sequently the revenue was smaller.* The 
Customs Revenue for 1803 waa $20,053,700 ; 
for 1SS4 it was $19,1SS.546, being a decrease 
of $1,705,154, The expenditure of 1S94 waa 
slightly in cxocaa of that of 189.'!, It is, 
therefore, not surprising that there is a de- 
ficit for the year ending ,1uno ,'iO, 1S9I, of 
l5l,150,G'JO. This has boon tho lirat delioit 
in six years. In 1888 there was 
a deficit of $810,000, while in 1S85 
and I8SG, owing to the war in tho North- 
west, there wore doiicita of §2 'JIO,000 and 
$,'),S;M,U00 reapoolivoly. In the twenty- 
Boven yoara since Confederation waa eatab- 
liahed tho surpluses of tho Dominion have 
aggregated $30,870,000 an'd tho deficita 
$18,011,000. This shows a balance of over 
twenty.ono millions on the right aide. This 
ia, we should say, a creditable showing. 

Tho debt of tho Dominion has incroaaed 
oonoidorably since that tniie, but it waa not 
to be expected that Confederation could be 
establiahed and great publio works oon- 
atruoted out of current revenue. There hae, 
during the past year, been a very slight de- 
crease in the excise rcci-lpta, while tho 
revenue from the post cliioo has increased. 
Considering the duUneaa of tho times, the 
showing for last year ia very far from being 
a discouraging one. 

The published atatement shows that the 
public debt on aooonnt of largo expenditure 
on capital account has increased ;^1,48;{,021, 
The expenditure on railways and canals waa 
oonstderably greater last year than it wna 
the year before, and tho railway subndies 
have also been somewhat more liberal. 
There are eoonomista who aay that the ex- 
penditure on capital account should be re. 
duced to almost nothing, but we find that 
these economists are willing that the re- 
duction should begin anywhere else than in 
their own particular province or county. It 
ia the money that ia apent in the other 
places that is, in their opinion, wasted. The 
public debt of the DomiDion Is ho doubt 
heavy, and care should bo taken not to in- 
creiiae it unnecctairily or recklessly, but 
when we compare the financial condition of 
the Dominion with that of other colonies, 
there ia no reason to attach the elighteat 
importance to the otttory of the alarmists 



THB PROBLBII OF THB TIME. 

We have aeen that Sir John €U>rat, a 
British statesman of acknowledged ability 
and largo experience, whose sympathies wo 
know to be with tho workingmon, ia alto- 
gether at a loaa when required to point out 
a remedy for the evils from which working- 
men are sulTsriog in these days. Uo docs 
not know what ia to be done with the un- 
employed. He, in fact, hardly knows 
whether or not anything can be done. He 
aeea tho evil — no man more clearly. He has 
inquired into ita causes ■and ita extent, 
but he, philanthropiat ua ho la, and 
thinker as he is, unlike hundreda 
of men who do not poaaeaa a tithe of his 
knowledge and very little of his experience, 
cannot point out a remedy for tbb evil and 
the aufferlng and demoralization it pro- 
ducea. 

Sir John Ciorat sees, aa v/e have all seen, 
that the extension of the franchise and free 
education have not bettered the working- 
man's condition. Organization of labor has 
not done much to put him in a bettor posi- 
tion, while it has produced new ovila of ita 
own and made tho labor problem more d lli- 
cult to solve. Tho many cures which when 
introduced were declared to bo infallible, 
have all turned out to be, to u 
very great extent, failures. What la to 
be done Legislation ia being tried, but it 
ia ineffectual ; it works very slowly and it 
ia, besidca, currounded by dilliculties which 
appear to be inaunnoiintabli'. Are the 
aocialista and anarchiats to have their way V 
la society to bo turned upside down in the 
hope that its rearrangement on new princi- 
ples, or on no principlea at all, will produce 
u better state of things ': Wo do hope that 
the case of labor ia notao bud aa that, 

iSir John Oorst thinka he sees a glinimor 
lug of light in t)io diatance, and ao do 
many others. Tliey believe that the 
oure for over-crowding and ovor-produotion 
is to bo found by going back to first prinol 
plea, BO to apeak, by putting men on the 
land and giving them a chance — a good many 
chances — to make it produce auateoauco for 
tlionisolvea and their families. The man 
who tills theaoil, who looke to mother earth 
to give him a living is, after all, tho moat 
independent of men. The forces of naturo 
work for him, and they are not capricious in 
their operation. It ia nothing to tho tiller 
of the soil whether atocUa go up or down. 
If hard times come he need not atarvo. 
There ia altraya work for him on the farm, 
and if he ia induatrlona and intelligent, 
he and hia are alwaya anre of food to eat 
and olothoa to wear. Hia occupation la a 
healthy one, and ho knows nothing of tho 
anxieties and tho humiliatioua of those wliose 
hard fate ic is to pass week3 and months in 
onfntocd idleneaa. An Amerioan writer on 
this aubjeot when outlining a Boheme for 
placing the unemployed on the land, says : 
" The principal ideas to be iDatllled Into 
the mlnda of those engaged in 



earning homea under this system. Is 
that money Is nob and never can be 
wealth. That it Is the height of folly to 
buy anything that can Jjo produced from 
tho aoil, and that a well-filled granary, fat 
cattle and swine, plenty of poultry and a 
well-kept kitchen garden and orchard,' are 
far better and more des'rtble than a'bank 
account." ., ' 

If tho unemployed con be put on the 
land, not aa paupers nor as violators of tho 
la.va, but aa honest, aelf-roepecting men who 
desire to do all in their powtr to win 
homea for tUemselvea and .to earn au ihde- 
pondehi livelihood by honest toil, 
there would soon bo an end to tho 
labor question. Tho men who are 
trying to think out and work 
out such a scheme aa thia ileaervo every en- 
couragement from men of all olueaes and 
conditiona. There is land enough. There 
are on every continent mlUlona upon mil- 
lions of acres fit to produce food for man ond 
beast, lying idle. There ia work enough on 
thia land for tho unjjniployed for centuriea 
to come. In fact, if men wero placed on the 
land in proper proportion, there would soon 
be no unemployed in any oivilized country. 
Those who wore wlllbg to work would find 
plenty to do, and (iinae w)io wero not will- 
ing would 1)1! compelled to earn their bread. 



TWO SYHTKMS. 

We lately saw in one of the Australian 
newapapera au article condemning the prac. 
tice of Great Britain and Canada with re- 
spect to the way in which new dutiea are dn- 
olared and praising the practice that ob- 
taina in the United States. In England and 
Canada irnportera receive no notice of in- 
tended changes in the tarilf; in the United 
Statea ohaages aro proposed and publicly 
discussed months, it may be, before the 
tariff bill booomea law. In British countries 
the mercintile community la aometlmea 
taken by aurpriap, and loss in consequence is 
itiiicted on importers; in tho United 
States tho merchants have warning 
of the proposed ohangea, and they 
are allowed time to apeoulate on the chance 
of their being made, and thua an oppor 
tunity is afiorded them, not only of avoiding 
loss but of making large gains at the expense 
of tho consuming public. Tho Sugar Truat 
in the United States, for instance, having 
had ample notice of the tariff changes to 
be made with respect to sugar— changes 
which they worked hard to bring about if 
all stories are true — had a fine chance to 
make a grand haul at tho expense of the 
people of tho United States, and they availed 
themselves of it to the utmost of their 
abili'y. Riw sugar under tho McKinley 
tariff waa free. The Senate imposed a duty 
of 40 per cent, on all angar, with the 
addition of one-eighth of a cent a pound 
on refined sugar. While the tariff bill was 
before the Senate, the Sugar Ring bought all 
tho raw sugar they could lay their handa 
on. When the Senate bill, which imposed 
40 per cent, duty, came in force the Sugar 
Trust had an immense aupply of- augar on 
hand which had been imported duty free. 
The consequence was that the refining ring 
will pocket the duty which thia sugar would 
have paid if it had been imported i.fccr the 
passage of the bill, Tho Bum ia an immense 
one, and under the British system would 
have gone into the - public treasury. The 
refiners will be made multl.millionairea, and 
the people will have to make up the sum 
they pocketed by their achetning, in increas- 
ed taxes. This is how the American system 
works sometimes. Theliritiaheyatem iaon the 
whole, we think, preferable — to the taxpayer

Sixteen Thoasand Chinese Killed and 
Wounded at Piug Jfane— Tlielp 
Gefieral Captured. 



Plucky Japanese With Little Loss to 
c Themselves Utterly Route Tlielr 
Adversaries. ' 

LoxDO:^, Srfpb. 17- — Seoul dispitohes 
dated 6 p in , September 16, Buy a great 
battle has been fought at Ping Yung be- 
tween the Chiacae and the Japanese, and 
the former were utterly routed. A Japanese 
column from Pong San made a tecon- 
naUsnee Thnrsday, and drew fire from the 
Cbinetie forts and thereby asoertainod the 
position of the enemy. The column then 
retreated with little loss. On Friday night 
the Japanese were ready to attaolt the 
Cninesa with three oolumna, and on Satur- 
day morainf; the attack began in earnest. 
The Chinese by throwing up new works 
niude their position at Ping Yaug ezoeptioQ' 
ally strong. The Japanese oaanonaded the 
Chinese works during the morning, the 
Chinese replying vigorously. About two 
o'clock a body of Japanese infantry advanc- 
ed and opened a deadly fire upon tho enemy, 
which was kept up uutU duak. Tho iiriug 
was continued throughout the night. At 8 
o'clock on Sunday morning three coluiiiDa of 
•Japanese moved on tho works ot tho enemy. 
The Chinese, although strong in front, 
were weak in the rear, and the Japanese 
attacking column at that point took tho 
enemy completely by surprise- This tbie.v 
them into a panic, Hundreds were cut 
down and others fled in C)n(u8iou. 
Some of the Viceroy Li Hung Chang's 
drilled troops stood on their ground to the 
last, and were cut down to a man. The 
Chinese. were completely routed, and within 
half an hour of tho combined attack Ping 
Yang was in possession of the Japanese. It 
is estimated that sixteen thouaaod Chinese 
were killed and wounded. The Japanese 
captured immense quantities of muaitious of 
war and a number of Chinese oiiicers, includ 
ing General Iso Fung, commander of the 
Manohurian army, who was severely wound 
ed. The Japanese lost thirty killed and 
two hundred and seventy wounded. The 
Japs pursued the flying men, and captured 
many, 

For a week past a battle has been looked 
for at this point. Both the Chinese and the 
Japanese had been gathering their forces to 
gather for the fight that touk place yester- 
day. The Chinese held a position that it 
waa thought was impregnabie. 

A Cenlcal Hewi ditpatoh from Seoul says 
that within ten hours of the conolusicn of 
the battle military engineers had completed 
a field telegraph line from there to Ping 
Yang. A large number of prisoners were 
brought into the Japanese camp from the 
hoases in' which they had bidden ibeniBBlves 
during the final assault. Several thousand 
Cninuse Qed towards a valley to the north 
ward, and upon finding their retreat in this 
direction cut off, surrendered in u body. 
Ping Yang is being searched in tho belief 
that a number of important Chinese c.flijers 
are in hioiag in the city under tho proteo 
tion of friendly Koreans, The number of 
Chinese who were killed in the battle is 
2|.'!00. The walls of Pine Yang are badly 
h;ittered by the cannonade which was poured 
upon them by the puns i f the Japaueso, but 
the city itself is only slightly damaged. 

The Japanese Emperor has telegraphed 
from Hiroschem, where tho beadquartcra of 
the army are located, coDgratulatiDg Mar- 
shal Count Yamagata upon the succesa of 
the Japanese army. Marshal Yamagata has 
iesued a general order commending tbe valor 
of tho troops which thoy have demonstrated 
on the battle field. The order concludes 
with an expression of pride on the part of 
Marshal Yamagata at being in command of 
BO brave an army. A flying column of the 
Japanese army is pushing northward with 
tho object of taking possession of tbe moun- 
tain passes. At the same time a proclama- 
tion has been issued promising full protec- 
tion to tho Koreans if they wilt refrain from 
acts of hostility toward the Japanese. On 
the other hand, they are informed that if 
they give shelter or engage in tralBo with 
the Chinese they will be snmmarlly dealt 
with by process of martial law. 

A dispatch from Toklo saya that oontinu- 
oas artillery aalutea are being fired in cele- 
bration of the victory of the Japanese army. 
. The Shanghai Mercury prlnte a epEcial 
edition containing dispatches from the 
front. Ita editorial comments on tbe result 
of the battle express full appreciation of tho 
crushing defeat and tho great sUug^htcr of 
the picked troops cnniprialng tho Chln(«o 
army eogi»g6,J, The paper dilates upon the 
C0n»c<jucc!ceti lA Iho disaster to tho Chinese 
arms, txprosses well gipunded feftn ?f 
a apectly Japanese invaeiou. 

iLne i'!?ipeee i\r9 fenrtuUy fcxclted over the 
atWS pI the iilaUgiuer of the Chinese army 
Jit Ping Yang. Diepitchea received at the 
Chinese legation here oilicially confirm the 
regiJrt of tn? crush'-g defeat o{ Oblneso.

LONDON WOOL SALES, 

Great Exppcfatlons of the.AnjtlODB for This 
W'«ek and the Iiillnence on the

LosDOK, Sept. 17. — Wool traders are cn 
the tip-toe of expectation in view (f tho 
opening of t^e eorieo of salea to morrow. 
These sales will ba tlio first public test- 
ing of prices sinca tho pasnug i ot the Amori- 
caa turiif bill. Tho private trade which has 
been done 8ii:o3 the passage of the bill shows 
an averac;e advance of five per cent, from 
the lust sales, but sellers are not anxious to 
part with their stock nt this rise, exptcing 
to do better at the public sales, Mnsc of 
them ere hoping that an increase of 7i per 
cent, will bo obrained. The aeleotioua for 
to-morrow will not afford a good criterion 
of the course which prices are likely to 
take, only a small proportion be- 
ing suitable for American buyers. 
The whole of tha prFseut series of 
oiTerings will be made up of odds and ends 
of c ips, and it is probable that the Amcri 
can demand will not have a full test until 
November.

To the Canadian boundary commission 
parties, three of which under Fcofesaor Otto 
J. Rlotz returned to Victoria by tho Mys- 
tery last Saturday, the world* of practical 
science owes much in tho demonstration of 
the workability of Deville'a aystcm of 
phototopographioal turveying. Never hna 
it had so thorough a teat, and tbe reaalts 
abundantly justify the confidencs reposed in 
ita accuracy and time-saving advantages. 
During the season now just at an end over 
2,000 odd photographs have been taken by 
Prof. Klotz' parties, and the vast majority 
have come out well. This is by far the most 
extensive survey that has ever yet beeu at- 
tempted by nieana of phototopograpby, and 
it baa enabled a rugged mouutaiD 
region, in many places inaccessible, to bo 
sccurately delineated in infinitely, lets time, 
and at a fractional expense, than oonid bave 
been accomplished by any other ayatem 
The enlistment of the camera has been looked 
upon by many expert surveyors and'pJiolto 
graphers oia largely experimental in tbAsase 
of the Alatka oouudary survey ; th^ work 
of the Canadian parties hta democatrated 
its practical utility. \ 

Last fall when the several parties re 
turned from the North, Prof. Klotz sent to 
a few of the great exporta of Europe speci 
men photographs and tho survey sketches 
produced from them. In acknowledgment 
ho has received letters from Prof. Steiner 
of Prague, whose word is regarded ai 
authoritative all over tho world, compli 
menting Mr, Devillo upon tho thoroughnees 
of his method and ita proven practicability 
and promising to bring tlie details of the 
Canadian explorers' work before hia classes 
as illustrative of the successful employment 
of the system. 

Speaking of tho country travorced this 
year, lying between tho Portland canal and 
Capo Spencer, Professor Klolz saya that it 
contains much better timber than many 
imagine.

7he Immense Profits of the Treadwell 
Hine-^Indian Trouble at Chllkat 
. ' ' vt-Fatal Accident. 



" Tho crying need of a code of laws for 
the government of thia vast domain," ond 
the neoeeeifc/ for the eat&blishment of a muii 
route into the Yukon country by way of 
. Ghiloatpass— two matters frequently pressed 
upon the aatborities, but oonuernlng which 
no action has yet been taken — wore the 
chief Bubjecta of discuaeion at n niaaa meet- 
ing of Alaska citizena held at Junenu on 

■ tlie 23rd of August. The cull una issued by 
-John S. Butjbiio, and tho objoot of tho meet- 
ing was stated as " to consider the pro- 
priety of holding a territorial convention at 
an early date." Mr. Bugbeo, iu calling tho 
meeting to order, aaid that the chief objecc 
was to secure remedial legislation — the past 
legisktlon in Alastta'a behalf might be 
"Summed up in two bills, one for tho protou- 
tion of the Alaska Commercial Co. uud the 
other for the prohibition of tho bringing of 
iironrms and intoxicants into the diatrioc. 

Oihbr speakers followed, and ofter a full 
discuesionuf tho npeciSc wants of tho terri- 
tory, resolutions were]adopted providing for 
the holding of a oonveotion of tho people of 
Alaska at Juneau on Monday, November 5, 
iot the purpose of aonsideriag furtlier the 
aeeda cf tho territory and the best means of 
«eottring remedial legislation by Congress. 
Id ,aaoh ooavention eaob town and settle- 
ment in the territory will be entitled to 
representation by the number of delegates 
foUqning, viz : Juneau, 80; Treadwell 10; 
KIllTanoo, 5 : Chiloat, ',i ; Kodiak. 3 ; Unga, 
3 ; Ounalaska, ;> ; Klawak, l2 ; Honkan, 2 ; 
Seward City, 4 ; Loring, 2; Newtown, 10 
Sitka, 15; Wrangell, 7 ; Yakutat, 2 ; Wood 
Island, 3 ; Sand Point, 2 ; Yukon Terri- 
tory, 6 ; Kitohkan, 2 ; Hoonah, 2 ; Snndum, 
3; and 1 11 other white settlements each 1. 
The election of delegates is to bo held on 
Ooiobar G, John S. Bugbee, B. H. Bah- 
renda, E O Sylvester, John Timmins and 
M. Cohen being the convention election 
committee. 

Tho Dienmer City of Topeka, arriving 
early Sundiy morning, by wtiich the above 
news is recc i» ed, also brought word of the 
outcome of the Indian murder case reported 
from Chilkat, by i he last Northern steamer, 
The row lejulti d in the killing of Indian 
Johnson and the wounding of On-tah ya-ka, 
the trouble aa upual growing out of tho ill- 
feeling prompted by too much oo-chi noo. 
The Indian who was killed was not, how- 
ever, a participant in the trouble, except as 
a peacemaker, and his death was caused by 
a stray bullet from a revolver in tho hands 
of Oj tih-yi-ku, which was meant for In- 
dian E'idie. The officers had no trouble in 
arresting the law-breakers and they are now 
in jiil awaiting trial at the next term of the 
district court, the Topeka having taken 
them to Sitka on her last trip down. When 
arrested the alleged murderer had been four 
days without food or water, having taken 
to the woods immediately after the shoot- 
iog, feaif . 1 jf the summary vengeance of bis 
vio'jm'a relatives. 

Tho yield of the Treadwell mine, accord- 
ing to the annual report of Superiutenoent 
DuDcin, averaged $3 20 per ton, as against 
§2 94 for last year — a very encouraging 
'■howiog. By close'figuring, the superinten- 
dent was able to hold the expenses per ton 
to SI 3S, the same as in 1893, in spite of the 

■ drawbacks of aa .imiriicedented long and 
oeld winter. The improved average value 
of the ore is laid to be due to the higher 

grade' of the ore taken from the 110-foot 
I <rel. ^ The profit Bbowo, of ^429,943, ez- 
-cee'ds that of any previous , year. If the 
aompany bad not met witb a loss,, by (the 
robbery if the ohlorinati m wcrlia m Janti> 
ary of the estimated value of t!S,000| and 
had nr^inarv weather prevailed, the profit 
would have been $60,000 or $70,000 more. 
Duriug ihu year the company paid four 
regular qu irterly dividends cf §75,000 each, 
and a bcnue dividend of S1,')0,000, declared 
and made payable Juno 11, making §450,- 
000 for the year ; §20,051 of thin amount 
was deducted from the surplus of §140,802. -

No other mine any- 
where !« worked ao cheaply as the Tread- 
well ; ita appliances are oomplote in every 
particular uud nearly all the gold ia saved. 
In connection wita the Mexican, 320 
stamps are dropping day and night.

WhoreaB it ia expedient and necessary to
